LIBRARY REPORT. 


Feb. 15, 1904. 

After the town voted to accept and establish a library in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 8, Sections 21 and 
26 of the Public Statutes, a year elapsed before steps were 
taken to fulfill the requirements of the law. The next year 
when the Library tax was paid it was not paid for the cur- 
rent year, but for the year that had elapsed, and since then 
it has always been paid one year in arrears. This year the 
tax that was in arrears has been paid up, making the tax 
paid up to date.
